We settled on the Alberta Provincial Flag. My re- 
search confirmed that under the Flag Act (passed at 
the 1968 Session of the Alberta Legislature) a blue 
flag, with the Coat of Arms of the Province in the 
centre, was appointed and declared as the Flag of 
Alberta. The Act was proclaimed by Order of the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council on June 1“, 1968.

The above woods were issued by the Calgary Numismatic Society for their annual shows, the other side shows the 
location and dates of the shows, and both sides are the same colour. Note that the wooden Loonie is not like the 
actual coin. The ten cent design was used on several different woods as was the twenty five cent wood, and mostly 
in the Maritimes. There are several different designs that were used on woods for the dollar.

The last five woods were issued by Stanley Clute (4) and Earl Salterio (1) 
with Earl’s being 45mm diameter, all the other woods on the page are 
38mm diameter. 500 of each of the Calgary Numismatic Society show 
woods were issued for each year, while the the personal issues of Stanley 
Clute and Earl Salterio were 100 of each. Stanley’s 2008 issue shows a 
early Canadian token, while his other issues show roman coins.

The meeting was called to order at 8:05 A.M. by President Al Munro. 

Al advised the meeting that he had asked Marion Munro to act as Secretary for the meeting.

The flags were available for $10 each and 13 were sold 
at the meeting. 


Reschedule Breakfast Meeting: 


Neil Probert advised that convention timing has been revised recently. The club delegates breakfast which has tradition- 
ally been held on Saturday is now held on Friday. The educational seminar which traditionally was held Saturday has 
been replaced by educational symposiums on Wednesday. Neil suggested we investigate rescheduling our breakfast meet- 
ing to Saturday. Norm advised a Saturday meeting would allow members who normally attend the RCNA executive meet- 
ing Sunday morning to attend our breakfast meeting. Ross Kingdon moved that we investigate, for a trial basis, moving 
the breakfast meeting at next year’s convention to Saturday Morning. Seconded by Neil Probert. Carried.

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TIME MARCHES ON 
Article by Al Munro 

In 1909 the small community of Airdrie, 30 miles Northwest of Calgary was incorporated as a town. In 1984 the town is- 
sued a wooden token to celebrate it’s seventy fifth anniversary. The Town was became a city in 1985. Twenty five years 
have passed since the issue of the original wooden token and Airdrie is now celebrating it’s one hundredth anniversary. 
As part of it’s centennial celebrations which were held September 10" to 13", a new wooden nickel was issued. I heard 
about the wooden nickel through former member Mark Mogen who passed the information on to current member Eric Jen- 
sen who, in turn, passed the information to me. 
I drove out to Airdrie on September 11" and was able to get sufficient copies of the wooden nickel to supply all CAWMC 


members with a copy of the wooden nickel. I was fortunate in my timing as after I received copies for CAWMC the City 
had only about fifty tokens left. I had a copy of the 1984 token with me and showed it to staff at the City who were not 
aware of that token. I promised to send a token if I can locate a duplicate. I have located a duplicate and will forward it to 
them shortly. I was unable to get details of number manufactured but was informed there were large quantities as they 
were originally intended to serve as admission tickets for the anniversary events. I was told that the admission use has 
likely been dropped — Copies of both tokens are shown below.
